REFERENCE DEPARTMENT. 


During the month of April there were received at the Library, by purchase, 
732 volumes and 509 pamphlets; by gift, 3,071 volumes and 5,064 pamphlets; and 
by exchange, 309 volumes and 3,801 pamphlets. 

There were catalogued 5,145 volumes and 2,659 pamphlets, for which purpose 
10,462 cards and 2,958 slips for the copying machine were written, and 13,866 
cards were received from the copying machine.

A number of large gifts were received this month, one from Messrs. H. V. & 
H. W. Poor, consisting of 1,516 volumes, 1,487 pamphlets, 45 scrapbooks, and 18 
maps, the scrapbooks referring entirely to the transactions of the New York 
Stock Exchanges (38 volumes, 1873-1891), Boston (4 volumes, 1887-1888), and 
Philadelphia (3 volumes, 1886-1888). This gift added 971 pieces to the files 
of the Library, the larger proportion of them being auditors’ and treasurers’ 
reports of the several States, many of which filled gaps, and some, notably for 
Oklahoma, started new files. 

A valuable collection of 511 volumes of newspapers, received from the Long 
Island Historical Society, made important additions to the files of New York 
newspapers and technological journals. This gift, together with the file of the 
Evening Post already in the library, makes the set of the Post complete from its 
beginning in 1801, with the exception of the years 1813, 1862, and 1863. It 
includes also a collection of all the newspapers and periodicals published in the 
United States during the Centennial year, 1876, bound in 70 volumes. 

Other important gifts were from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Argentine 
Republic, 10 volumes, 7 pamphlets, an atlas, and 16 maps, all issued by the 
Republic; from S. P. Avery, 11 volumes and 4 pamphlets, relating to art, also 
7 bookplates and a photograph after Rossetti; from the Century Association, 139 
volumes, 353 pamphlets, 14 maps and charts, and 1 atlas; from the Century Com- 
pany, 128 prints, being engravings by Timothy Cole and Henry Wolf; from 
William E, Dodge, 63 volumes and 104 pamphlets, including 51 volumes of the 
Penny Cyclopedia; from Mrs. Henry Draper, 46 volumes and 5 pamphlets; from 
Melatiah E, Dwight, one of an edition of fifty-two copies of his *‘ Catalogue of 


the Works of Elbridge Kingsley, the Engraver”; from Stuyvesant Fish, a photo- 
graph of a Bradford broadside proclamation of Governor Fletcher, dated 29 April, 
1693, heretofore unknown; from the Colony of Jamaica, 26 volumes and 1 pam- 
phlet, including the recent Blue Books and Census of the Island; from the keeper 
of the archives of the Municipality of Lisbon, 11 volumes of the municipal records; 
from four departments of the government of the Province of Nova Scotia, 27 vol- 
umes and 66 pamphlets; from John Robinson, 12 volumes of literary annuals; 
from the Societa Ligure di Storia Patria of Genoa, 6 volumes of transactions and 
a map; from Miss C. P. Stokes, 2 volumes and 2 pamphlets, relating to the Dudley 
family; from Mrs. E. N. Vanderpoel, 15 maps, including some of the Civil War, 
25 old lithographs and 1 photograph,

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JOSEPH E. JOHNSTON ON THE GEORGIA CAMPAIGN OF 1864.

Macon, G4, Aug. 13, 1864. 
My DEAR SIR. 

I have had the pleasure to receive your friendly letter. 

The reasons assigned for my removal are “failing to arrest the advance of the 
enemy to the vicinity of Atlanta, far in the interior of Georgia,” & ‘‘not express- 
ing confidence that I could defeat or repell him.” 

After the battle of the Wilderness, General Lee adopted precisely the course 
which I followed—& gained great glory by it. He fell back as far as I, & much 
more rapidly—or rather, less slowly. The enemy also penetrated much more 
deeply & extensively into Virginia than into Georgia. 

I have never known sensible men to regard confident language as evidence of © 
merit. 

A few days before my removal, general Bragg assured me that he had main- 
tained in Richmond, that Sherman’s Army was stronger than Grant’s. It is very 
certain that General Lee’s was larger than mine. Generai Lee’s course has satis- 
fied the government & country—& added to his great glory. 

The relative strength of Gen! Sherman’s army and mine, made the chances of 
Victory in his favor, if we attacked. At Dalton he had a fortified pass close in his 
rear, as a place of refuge in case of mishap. In moving southward he advanced 
fortifying—& therefore always had an intrenched position close behind him. 
Under such circumstances victory could not have been decisive for us, while defeat 
would have been ruinous. We therefore kept near him, to be ready to take 
advantage of any exposure of a detachment that he might make. He was too 
sagacious, however, to make any that would have justified battle. But we repelled 
his almost daily partial assaults with trifling loss. While he, on all such occa- 
sions, suffered heavily. 

We fell back before the federal army, about 93 miles in 75 days, the sum of our 
losses was about 1oooo. We estimated that of the enemy at five times as much 
from the opinions of experienced officers—reports of prisoners taken daily—& 
statements of northern newspapers. The course, if continued with the same 
results, would soon have so reduced the disparity of number as to make the 
chances of battle at least equal. If we could have defeated the enemy on this 
[side] of the Chattahoochee his destruction was certain. I therefore thought, and 
still think my plan of operations correct.
